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BRIEF SKETCH OP THE ONLY UNION 
DEAF MUTE PROOFREADER IN THE 
UNITED STATES -HIS WONDERFUL 
KNOWLEDGE IN CATALOGUE WORK 
— A SILENT INTERVIEW. 

A few years ago I was employed 
as a proofreader in the Charles 
William Stores in Brooklyn. The 
head of the proofroom was Samuel 
Kohn, a deaf mute. This concern 
is the second largest mail order 
house in the country at the present 
time Naturally I was astounded 
that a deaf-mute should be placed 
in charge of the " brainery. But 
my wonder was of short duration, 
and after six months' experience 
under him I knew " there was a 
reason." 

The principal and most important 
work of a mail order house is con- 
fined to the printing department 
which turns ont the various annual 
catalogues. These catalogues must 
1)0 absolutely accurate. Most every 
article is illust rated In the jewel- 
ry and suitcase departments the 
outs are so similar that it is difficult 
to distinguish between them K. 
g., it may only be the lock or clasp 
ot a suitcase or handbag which dif- 
fers, but if the first, second or third 
reader passes an error of this kind, 
Mr. Kolin catches it in the twink- 
ling of an eyelash. It is so in the 
jewelry department. A pin or a 
wedding ring may look tne same 
reversed, but if the reader should 
pass it upside down, Mr. Kohn, 
who passes on the foundry proof, 
will "call him down"-— not by word 
of mouth, but by the "pad" route 
Still more important in producing 
these beautiful catalogues \m the 
accuracy of the price of the article 
illustrated. No matter how many 
times a page is handled, the cut 
and price must be verified by copy. 
This is imperativ 

Samuel Kohn, the subject of this 
sketch, was born and bred in Ne# 
York City. lie is only thirty years 
of age. He is married to a deaf- 
mute, who was his classmate. The 
union has been blessed with one 
child, a boy, whose souses are all 
normal, including hearing. Mr. 
Kohn was not born a deaf-mute. 
His affliction is due to typhoid 
i, which he contracted when 
nine years old. Although he can 
speaks fairy well, he prefers to use 
the pad and pencil, which he resorts 
to only iu ei>es where he desires to 
be thoroughly understood. 

Mr. Kohn learned the printing 
trade when a mere boy at a school 
for the deaf in this city, and when 
he reached his majority he joined 
"BitfSix." Soon after joined the 
Uniou the wanderlust seized him 
and he went to St. Louis, working 
some time in that city as an operator. 
r he wont to CbiOAgO, working 
there as a compositor and proof 
reader. It was in the latter city 
thai he acquired his wonderful 
knowledge ol catalogue work, lie 
secured a steady position as ptoof- 
lei with Sears Roebuck <fc 
Company, the tartiesl mail order 
house iu the world, which special 
111 catalogue work. Although 
the youngest leadoron the force, he 
m It ptomoted to a position Iu the 
proofroom which mule him solely 
responsible for all prices and cata- 
logue numb* well as the cuts 
which designated the arn> 

Mr Kohn worked for the Sears 
buck ooncern for several ye 
and it was while he was a member 
of that big chapel that a fellow 

neoivod the idea of 
tablishiug in New York wha 
now known as the Charles William 
Siores chapel. This man invited 
Mr Kohn to come to New York 
add I the proof room of the 

new chapel. Anxious to return to 
his bottle Oil?, good old New York, 
and the girl he left behind him —

though, of course, I'd like to get my 
hearing back) in proofreading, iu 
that it enables me to concentrate 
my mind on the work in hand. 
The distracting noises of an open 
proofroom, such as the pounding of 
of mallets, shouting of orders, 
whirring of presses, etc , have uo 
terrors for me." 

"Then again," wrote Mr Kohn, 
his pencil flying across the pad 
with great rapidity, " deafness 
usually compensates in keener eye- 
sight and quickness of perception. 
I am O. K. as fa? as my work is 
concerned. Regarding the use of 
a copyholder, of which, of course, 
my deafness denies me, I am able 
to make a first reading, quickly 
without any, as the occasion re 
quires. But as most shops have 
plenty of revising and fiual foundry 
reading, as well as press reading, 
there's always plenty for me to do. 
In this office I practically do all of 
the press reading, which is quite a 
responsible job 

"It has been my experience to 
find reasonable aud unprejudiced 
foremen unopposed to my deafnes* 
as long as I deliver the goods, 
wnich is amply proven by my hold- 
ing situations for years at a stretch. 
I am not what you might term a 
reader who follows copy right or 
wrong. I use my judgment or good 
horse son o, inserting sensible 
queries in cases of doubt." 

Mr. Kohn is well educated, having 
attended Gallaudet College (for the 
deaf) at Washington, D. C. t study- 
ing for a B. A. degree, after leaving 
school but after studying two ye 
owing to financial straits, he was 
compelled to go back to his trade. 
A good literary education, coupled 
with h thorough ».[ education, 

helped to overcome the young man's 
affliction. In the printing business 
he is an all-around man in the 
strictest sense of the word, having 
worked at the case, as linotype op- 
eiator, and proofreader, in which 
latter branch he has served the 
longest. 

In the evenings Mr. Kohn teach- 
es a class of deaf-mute immigrants 
the English language and citizen- 
ship, serving for a philanthropic 
society. 

Mr. Kohn concluded out silent 
talk as follows: "There are deaf 
mute members of typographical 
unions in nearly every State in the 
United States, almost all the schools 
for the deaf teaching the printing 
trade. There are deaf mute hand 
compositors and linotype operators 
galore, but I believe, as far as I 
know, Iaa» *he the only deaf-mute 
union proofreader iu the United 
States."— ,/. M. Bell in New York 
ion Printer.

An Old Time Farm. 

In view of the modern day, high 
cost of living and many wonderful 
advances made in the last cen- 
tury—the railroad, telegraph, the 
ocean cable, the telephone, the 
automobile, and farm and labor 
saving machinery of all kinds, and 
the amazing changes these inven- 
tions have Necessarily wronght in 
all directions in almost every walk 
of life — it may be of interest to re- 
call livihg conditions on a farm in 
the year 1840. 

The farm I have in mind consist* 
ed of 200 acres. The stock was 
fifteen cows, a yoke of oxen, twenty 
sheep, an old white horse, a dozen 
piirs, fifty hens, ten geese, a few 
ducks aud a flock of turkeys. 

The farm produced practically 
everything the family consumed, 
both clothing and food. The sheep 
furnished the wool, which was card* 
ed at a " foiling " mill, and made 
into roils for spinning. 

At home, it was spun into yarn 
aud woven ou a hand loom. For 
beds it was left white ; for clothing 
it was dyed any colors desired. A 
competent housewife could make 
dyes of logwood, indigo or cochi- 
neal. The white and black wool 
wore mixed to produce a gray like 
the Confederate uniform. 

There was no ready-made cloth- 
ing ; all clothes were made in the 
home. There was no woven under- 
wear. Stockings were knitted at 
home as well as mittens tippets. 
Caps with ear laps were of rabbit's 
skin. There were no shoes. Tn 
the winter boots came up to the 
knees. 

Several cows were killed each 

year. There was a tannery near 

by, where the skins were tanned. 

A shoemaker made oar boots. 

They were usually too small and 

gave much trouble and pain. 

The flax cut and laid down until 
the fiber loosened from the wood 
part, was put through a heckel 
worked by hand and then span sod 
woven. This strong linen cloth 
was used for summer clothing, 
towels, etc. Th was saved 

to make flaxseed tea (a medicine), 
or poultice for bruises. 

For fowl we had everything need- 
ed — fresh meat, potatoes, beets, 
cabbages* parsnips, pumpkins for 
pies, apples which lasted from fall 
to spring ; cider, which gave ns 
vinegar or produced a cider oham< 
pagi 

Half a dozen pigs killed in the 
full gave us plenty of ham and 
bacon, lard, sausages and salt pork. 
The hams and bacon were hang np 
in the smokehouse, a small building 
with no opening except the door. 
A small fire produced more smoke 
than heat, but gave the hams and 
t>acon a delicious flavor. 

There wj*s plenty of chickens for 
roasting and pot pies and eggs, 
turkey for Thanksgiving and

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We witnessed a most extraordi 
nary event on Tuesday of this week, 
on the parade fgrounds at Fan wood, 
in connection with the observance of 
" Members' Day" at the Institution 
— so called because it is the day on 
which the Annual Meeting of Direc 
tors is held. 

Of course the drill and marching 
evolutions of a battalion of deaf 
cadets, inspired and heartened by 
the martial and patriotic strains of 
their own band and field music, is 
something extraordinary in itself. 

But on his occasion the main fea- 
ture, the part that bad a few tears, 
some thrill, and much pride in it, 
was the recognition, by word and 
testimonial, of the forty-five years 
of service rendered by Principal 
Currier to the educational uplift of 
the deaf. In his strong, fine and 
imposing presence, there was noth- 
ing to suggest that he had advanced 
nearly a half century beyond the 
time when, in the morning^of his 
early manhood, he first came to Fan- 
wood to study and practice the in- 
tricate problems of educating the 
deaf. 

Ii work was begun under most 
favoring circumstances, among past 
masters of the art of instruction, 
with such colleagues as Van Nos- 
traod, Pettingell, Cook, Jenkins, 
Barnard amd Clarke. And above all 
the wonderful Isaac Lewis Peet, 
who was his Principal and is acknow* 
ledged to have been the greatest 
educator of the deaf of his day and 
generation. 

r*e$pal Currier absorbed all that 
these great men could impart to 
him, and then went forward and 
developed along lines never before 
attempted with the deaf. As the 
Directors of the Institution, in the 
handsomely engrossed resolutions 
presented him on the fortieth anni- 
versary of his connection with the 
Institution most truthfully affirmed, 
he possesses "an originality almost 
amounting to genius." 

When he became Principal of the 
Institution, he did not discard the 
good that was in the old methods, 
but improved on them and added 
features of instruction that gave 
impetus and development to ail of 
the energies that go towards trans- 
forming the pupils into strong and 
courageous and capable men and 
women. The mental, moral, and 
physical being, each and all were 
lined to the utmost, and all good 
habits fostered and made fast 

The military training which he 
introduced almost at the inception of 
his incumbency at the bead of the 
Institution, was at first laughed at, 
then tolerated, and very soon admir- 
ed, and finally Imitated and adopted 
at some of th= State Schools 

for the Deaf. The time will come 
when every the State schools 

will have military training as an im- 
portant Vaach of their several 
ricula. 
When he instituted the teaching 
of band and field music, the sur- 



reptitious and amused guffaw travel- 
led almost across the continent. 
That was years ago, and since 
then mirth has made way for 
astonishment, as this band of deaf 
musicians daily demonstrates the 
most wonderful ability to render the 
sweetest of strains in perfect 
harmony. In this corps of deaf 
musicians there are about forty pu 
pils, and year after year as the best 
of them have graduated, others have 
taken their places and maintained 
the reputation for efficiency and ac- 
complishment in music set by those 
who had preceded them. This deaf 
band's repertoire comprises all of 
the famous military airs and in- 
numerable others which thrill the 
listeners and never fail to bring 
spontaneous applause. 

In the school, beginning with the 
kindergarten system and the me- 
thods of Madame Montessori, the 
advance through the grades of the 
course so nearly approximates the 
progress of hearing children, that 
at the end of the scholastic period 
the deaf graduates are the peers in 
attainment of the products of 
ordinary Grammar Schools. 

The speech and lip-reading accom- 
plishments of Fanwood pupils chal- 
lenge comparison with any school 
for the deaf in the world. And in 
voice training, through rhythm and 
musical vibrations, such a degree of 
flexibility of voice and modulation 
of tone has been attained, that seve 
ral different school classes can actu- 
ally sing, as will be attested at the 
Centennial Celebration of the found- 
ing of the American School for the 
Deaf at Hartford, next month. 

Is it any wonder that the Institu- 
tion personnel should honor a man 
who has performed such wonderful 
deeds with the so-called "children 
of silence." And it has all been ac- 
complished without the repression 
of any natural inclination to use the 
sign language at all times outside 
the classroom. 

Only a small soul will begrudge 
or envy Principal Currier the honors 
he has so faithfully earned.

,( He was one of the founders of the 
Evans Manufacturing Company, in 
this city, which whs later merged 
into the American Seeding Machine 
Company. He was prominent in 
business aff iirs in this city, and al- 
though he was afflicted with the loss 
of speech and hearing, was a capa* 
hie business man and well liked. 

11 In accordance with his expressed 
desire, his body was cremated and 
the ashes will be brought to this 
city for burial. He is a cousin of 
Mrs. S. W. Martin of this city." 

Mr. Evans received his education 
in the school here, entering in 1857, 
and completing the full course then 
allowed, seven years, iu 1864. 

After leaving school he became 
a dentist and followed the profession 
for some years, and then gave it up 
and joined his father in the manu 
facturing business, tie and the late 
Amas Eldiidge were warm personal 
friends, and as they resided iu ti e 
sinie town were much together, and 
on holidays during out school years 
it was a common thing to see them 
here visiting the school. Mr. Evans 
was never married. He was gener- 
ous to the poor and weedy. When 
subscriptions were being taken for 
the establishment of a. Home for the 
Aged and Infirm Deafj he gave #500 
toward the object. 

Mr. Evans' health was not of the 
robust, arrd some years ago be went 
to California for its benefit. At 
the time of death he was about 
seventy- two years old,
